The godlp Patriarkes who liued in the firſte 
age of the woꝛld, ſaw many yearcs: pet at laſt 
the dyed. Death was alwaies the ende of their 
ſong. Adam ſyued 930 peates: Seath 912: 
Enoch, 90 5: Kenan gio: Mahelaell, 895: Ia- 
red, 962: Mathuſala, 969: Lamech, 77: Noah, 
950: and they died ſaith the text. ABraham, the 
father of the faithſull: Dauid, a man accowing 
to Sods owne hart: Iohn Baptiſt, of whom on 
Dauiour Chzifd ſaid , there hath not rilen a 
greater amonaſlt the childzen ot women: y.t 
they dyed. A the Pꝛophets, Apo les, and god⸗ 
ly niartires,were greatly in Gods fauour : yet 
they died. Rich and pooꝛe, wiſe men and fooles: 
learned and ign o ꝛant: godly and vngedlp : all 
mult follow the daũte ot death. Many are gone 
befo:e: thereſt muſt followe after: when God 
doth call nature — Salomon 0p 
2 - 5 
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Iob, ſtrong Sampſon , and faire Abſolon, haue 
trode the path ot all fieſh. Great Alexander Con 
quered the whole woꝛld: yet could hee finde no 
weapon to conquer death. The ſtiffeſt ſteele 
yeeldeth to the hammer: the ſtrongeſt oake fo 
the axe: and the ſtouteſt heart vnto nature. And 
therekfoꝛe, k ing Phillip of Macedonia wallowing 
in woꝛldly wealth, and pzoſperity : commaun⸗ 
ded his chamberlaine , euery daye at his vp ry- 
ſing : ſadly to repeate vnto him theſe woꝛdes. 
Remember king Phillip, and foꝛget not, that 
thou art a man, ſubiect to moꝛtalitp. All fleſh 
is graſſe: and euerye man, the flower of the 
graſle : the graſſe ſhall be withered, and the flo- 
wer ſhall fall away. 
Ind as death is a thing of all other moſt ccr- 
nene o; tdine and fre: ſo is the tun: of d ath moſt bn- 
certaine and doubtfull, The Low in his woꝛd 
hath reuea ed vnto man, ma notable leſſons, 
touch. ng the knowl:dge of his w ll: vet hot the 
Day of death: a cauſe he wo nd haue vs lin e ſo.
